vpon paine that euery perſon and perſons offending contrary to the tenoꝛ hereof, ſhalbecom- 
mitted to the common Gaole ofthe county where he oꝛ they ſhall be found, there to remaine 
vntill they ſhall pꝛocure ſome certificat from the Commiſſioners afoꝛeſaſd of their buſinefle oz 
lawfull occaſion of comming into this countrey.
